(Drowning Declared to Be Homi- 
cide, but Prisoner Is 
Freed. 


WITNESS TELLS OF FIGHT 


Carpenter Declares He Saw Louis 
Stoecker Beating Man Who 
Had Stolen Shoes.

The drowning of Ferdinand Streby, so 
identified by a name on his arm, was 
homicide according to a verdict returned 
by a Coroner’s jury Friday. 

Streby drowned in the River Des 


Peres Thursday, in sight of Patrolman 
Speckman, after he had run into the 

ter to escape from Louis Stoecker, 
whose shoes he had stolen. 

The- Coroner’s ‘Jury ordered that 
Stoecker be held for the Circuit Attor- 
ney. Stoecker, with a policeman, went 
to the Four Courts after the verdict, 
and Assistant Circuit Attorney Davis 
called yup Capt. Pickel of the Carondelet 
Police Station. After a telephone talk 
with Pickel, Davis told Stoecker he had 
no charge to make against him, and the 
noliceman released him. 

Admits Beating Man. 

Stoecker, in his.testimony at the'in- 
quest, admitted that he had beaten 
Streby for stealing his shoes, but de- 
nied that he had beaten him at the 
river’s edge, or had directly caused him 
to enter the water. He also said that 
the discoloration of one of Streby’s eyes 
was not due to his blows, but existed 
before their encounter. 

John J. Black of 8720 Reilly avenue, a 
carpenter, testified that he was working 
on the roof of a building at Laurent 
avenue and Water street when he saw 
Stoecker holding Streby by the collar 
und beating him in the face with a pair 
of shoes. 

“If vou don’t quit beating that old 
man-T’ll make _ you,”’ called Black. 
Stoecker continued to beat Streby and 
Black, with his hatchet in hand, went 
down a ladder and made Stoecker re- 
lease Streby. 

Stoecker, according to Black's testi- 


Streby walked east along the River des 
Peres. Black walked in the other direc- 
tion to find a policeman and did not see 
what followed. 

Boy Tells of Chase. 

Rennick Stringer, 15 years old, was 
fishing on the River. Des Peres bank. 
He testified that he saw Streby running 
toward him near the water's edge. 
Stoecker was about twenty-five feet be- 
hind, — 

Streby dodged behind a clump of 
bushes.. Stoecker asked the boy if he 
had seen a man running and the boy 
pointed out the course Streby had taken. 
Streby looked back and saw Stoecker 
following. 

He waded into the river as though 
to wade across. Stoecker waded in 
after him. When Streby reached the 
middle of the stream he sank and 
did not come up again. Patrolman 
Speckman was standing on the op- 
posite bank. 

Stoecker called to the policeman and 
said: “I believe that fellow drowned.” 

Diving where Streby went down, 
Stoecker repeatedly tried to recover the 
body. Once he got hold of it, but it 
slipped from his grasp. 

Woman Saw Theft. 

Susan: Sills of 8740 Water ,street 
testified that she was driving in her 
chickens when she saw _ Stoecker 
asleep under a tree. She saw Streby 
lie dowh beside Stoecker. After a 
few minutes he searched Stoecker’s 
eoat and took his shoes. She woke 
Stoecker.,. 

Feeling in his coat pocket, Stoecker 
said he had been robbed of 35 cents, 
nd asked which way the thief had gone. 

“I didn’t want to kill him,” testified 
Stoecker. “I admit that I beat him 
with my shoes after I got them back 
from him. At first I intended to have 
him arrested, but decided to let him go. 
I became angry again after he went 
away and followed him, intending te 
give him another beating.”’ 

Patrolman Speckman testified that he 
ran to the river when he saw Stoecker 
chasing Streby and reached the bank 
just as Streby drowned. 


H. O. SEIXAS KILLS

This is the Government's first anti- 
trust suit conforming to the Supreme |

it alleges “undue” and “unreasonable” 
restraint of the trade of the consumer 
and the manufacturer. 

It is the evident purpose of the plea 
to confine the charge largely to that 
feature, small stress being placed on 
the restraint of trade among the con- 
spirators themselves. ; 

Attorney-General Wickersham and his 
special assistant, Clark McKercher, have 
devoted more than a year to gathering 
the evidence on which today’s suit is 
based. This evidence includes copies of

I have heard it solemnly stated 
today on what ordinarily would be high 
authority that Diaz will not quit when 
the time comes, but will reconsider 
yesterday’s action when Reyes arrives, 
and will still try to crush the rebellion. 
This may not be so far-fetched as would 
seem at first glance, for the promise 
was made under duress and Reyes is 
quite capable of trying to persuade 
Diaz that he made a mistake. Another 
rumor, which seems to have good foun- 
dation, is that Diaz is really very ill 
and has elephantiasis. It was told; to 
me on good authority that this igs the 
real reason why Mrs. Diaz has been 
crying for the past three days, and that 
physicians intimate that the President’s 
life c&nnot be prolonged more than a 
few months. 

A story was published here this after- 
noon that Madero will come to the 
capital and arrange the final peace 
terms, bu" that is doubted, too, by those 
who believe he won't care to put his 
person within the power of Diaz at this 
time. 

Another published story is that Am- 
brosio Figueroa has declined to abide 
by an armistice and has announced his 
intention of continuing to march on to 
the capital, first taking Cuernavaca. 

Has Army of 13,000. 

In his statement Figueroa says Ma- 
dero has made too many peace arrange- 
ments in the past and now Figueroa, 
who has an army estimated at about 
13,000, would pay no more attention to 
them, but will march on to the capital. 
He says he will not accept any of Diaz’s 
promises of resignation, even for one 
day. The President must get out im- 
mediately or his capital will fall, he 
says. 

Today is the day set for Figueroa to 
begin his march on to Cuerhavaca. If 
he carries out his expressed intention.

Government to stop him, as he has a 
splendid army, much better than Ma- 
dero, and numerically stronger than 
any force the Government can send 
against him. 

Figueroa’s statement was made Tues- 
day, however, and yesterday’s action of 
the Government may induce him to 
change his mind, If he is not satisfied 
then the war will be carried on with 
greater activity than ever and he will 
come to the capital.

It is believed that the greatest dan- 
ger to the Maderists lies in the Cath- 
olic party. 

Not since the days of Juarez has the 
church had anything to do with the poli- 
tics of Mexico. The program of this 
party was issued today. It was signed 
by four wealthy men, who have been 
influential in its social and commercial 
life. They advocate reforms almost 
identical with those demanded by Ma- 
dero. 

The Independent Democratic party has 
issued & draft of its platform, which 
contains planks that also are similar 
to those of Madero.

Homeopath Alleged to Have 
Testified He Belonged to St. 
Louis Medical Society. 





A warrant was issued Friday by Prose- 
cuting Attorney Sidener against Dr. Or- 
lando G. Gibson of 5147 Vernon avenue, 
charging him with making a false oath. 
It is charged that Dr. Gibson testified 
Feb. 7, before Notary Harvey J. Readey, 
that he is a member of the St. Louis 
Medical Society. 

Gibson is a practitioner of the homeo- 
path school. It is claimed by the au- 
thorities that homeopaths are not eli- 
gible to membership in the St. Louis 
Medical Society. Dr. R. E. Schleuter, 
president, and Dr. J. H. Amerland, 
treasurer of that organization, are in- 
dorsed as witnesses on the complaint. 

The deposition of Dr. Gibson was being 
taken before Notary Ready in the suit 
of J. A. Hamilton against former Con- 
stable William May and his two bonds- 
men. The suit grew out of the death 
of Hamilton’s 9-months-old son, who 
died Feb. 26, 1910. The cause of death 
was given as bronchial pneumonia. 

A month before the boy died, May 
went to the Hamilton home to execute a 
write of replevin for some furniture. The 
aoors of the house were left open while 
the furniture was being removed. Ham- 
ilton alleges in his suit that the drafts 
caused by the open doors hastened the 
death of the child. 

Dr. Gibson testified that the drafts 
were partly responsible for the child's 
fatal illness. In this testimony, it is al- 
leged that he swore he is a member of 


the medical society.

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Planned Action Against Trust 
Company for $409,735. 


Attosneys Jehn S. Leahy and Leh- 
mann & Lehmann prepared a petition 
Friday for George J. Kobusch, for- 
mer president of the St, Louis Car 
Co., against the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. to recover $409,735.76, whiah 
Kobusch alleges he was compelled to 
pay the trust company in excess com- 
missions on loans aggregating about 
$2,000,000. 

The petitiin was sent by 2 clerk to 
the courthouse at noon to be filed, and 
Leahy told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that it would immediately be made a 
matter of record. But a few minutes 
later another clerk was sent to the 
courthouse to withdraw it, as Attorney 
Leahy had been notified in the mean- 
time that there was a prospect of set- 
tlement between his client and the trust 
company. 

Between 1905 and 1910, when Ko- 
busch was trying to keep the car 
company out of the hands of the re- 
ceiver, he was a frequent borrower 
from the Mississippi Valley Trust C>., 
according to the petition. He paid a 
38 per cent commission for the loans, 
in addition to the 6 per cent interest, 
but when he repaid all the loans, re- 
cently, the lawyers allege thaté he 
was informed that there had been an 
additional commission of $409,735.76 
for making the loans, 


Collateral Was. Held. 


He had to pay this amount, the pe- 
tition alleged, before fie could get the 
collateral security he had put up with 
the trust company. 

The attorneys allege that Kobusch bor- 
rowed $1,049,83L30 from the trust com- 
pany March 3, 1905; $150,000 Dec. 1, 1905; 
$294,000 March 1, 1906; $536,374.06 Dec. 27, 
1906, and various smaller sums between 
‘1905 and 1910. All of the loans were 
properly secured by stocks and bonds 
of different corporations, according to 
the petition. 

Some of the loans, according to the 
petition, were paid in part at various 
times, and others renewed until March 
21, 1911, when the balance due the trust 
company, with interest and commissions, 
were paid. 

Breckinridge Jones, president of the 
Valley Trust Co., told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the trust 
company did not owe Kobusch a cent. 


Loaned Large Sums. 


“We loaned him large sums of money 
during the past four or five years,” said 
Jones. “We aided him in financing 
some of his deals, out of which he made 
a profit of $750,000. The commissions 
that we charged him were authorized 
by written agreements. Now that he 
has paid off his debts to us, he wants 
to recover the money he paid in com- 
missions, by written agreement.”

He has intimated to friends of 
the President that between the Presi- 
dent and La Follette he will support 
the President. The same is true of Sen- 
ator Borah of Idaho. 

The administration claims also the 
active support of Senator Miles Poin- 
dexter, insurgent, of Waskington, and 
the Washington delegation to the con- 
vention. 

The last reports of the friends of the 
President show that the entire South is 
for the renomination of President Taft. 
The most significant claim of the ad- 
ministration is that all of New En- 
gland, New York, Pennsy Ilvania, New 
Jersey, Delaware and Ohio are already 
in line for Taft. 

- FRRoosevelt to Work for Taft. 

Col. Roosevelt, Lloyd Griscom, Senator 
Root and Collector Loeb have come to 
an agreement with Vice-President Sher- 
man, William L. Ward, Timothy L. 
Woodruff and William Barnes Jr. to 
work for President Taft in 1912. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent got 
this information from the closest friend 
of President Taft. This authority said 
that the former President and Presi- 
dent Taft are on the same terms of in- 
timacy as when Col. Roosevelt left 
the White House. In proof of this 
statement it was pointed out that form- 
er President Roosevelt and President 
Taft have been in communication re- 
cently over appointments that the Pres- 
ident made, and that the letters from 
the Colonel were congratulatory. 

If President Taft receives the nomi- 
nation his campaign issue will be that 
he has kept the last convention's 
platform pledges, including the tariff 
law, and in the campaign will point to 
his statement which accompanied his 
signature to the Aldrich-Payne tariff 
bill. He said then that he believed it 
was a “sincere effort on the part of 
the Republican party tasmake a down- 
ward revision.”’ He said then that it 
was not all that he expetced, but that 
it was the best he could get, and that 
it was better than the Dingley law. 

Other Campaign Claims. 
Other campaign claims will be: The 
creation of the tariff board for a scien- 
tific study of the tariff, the Customs 
Court of Appeals, the Commerce Court, 
corporation tax, revision of court pro- 
cedure and postal savings banks. 

The President is so confident of the 
passage of the Canadian reciprocity 
agreement and the ratification of tho 
Anglo-American arbitration pact that 
his friends are planning for their uso 
as issues. 

The main thing on which the President 
will stand for re-election will be for a 
continuance of the work by the De- 
partment of Justice. He believes, as do 
his friends, that the results so far ob- 
tained by the Department of Justice un- 
der the direction of Attorney-General 
Wickersham have never been surpassed.

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hike Still Contends Smith Is to 
Blame for Deportation Case 
Over Woman. 


SMITH TELLS. HIS SIDE 


Declares He Did Not Know 
Character of Woman He 
Helped Get Out of Trouble. 





‘The Police Board probably will be 
called on to decide the issue raised be- 
tween Chief of Police Young and Chief 
of Detectives Smith by developments in 
the case of Max Alpert, who has been 
urdered deported. 

Chief Young said Friday that he 
would take no steps to press the mat- 
ter, but he reiterated his statement of 
Thursday afternoon, placing on Smith 
the plame for the part played by the 
department in the Alpert case. 

He said.Thursday that Smith recom- 
tnended to him, as a suitable person to 
be permitted to run a Valentine street 
disorderiy house, a woman whom Al- 
pert had brought here from _ Butte, 
Mont., and who had been arrested for 
theft there. Smith, he declared, vouched 
for the woman, and said she had never 
been in trouble with the police. Smith, 
however, says he did not vouch for 
the woman, but was ‘deceived regard- 
ing her and merely gave Young a sec- 
ond-hand indorsement of. her. 


Says He Was Deceived. 
Smith had previously obtained from 


Young a letter to the Butte Chief of 
Police, by which~Alpert was enabled to 
obtain release of the woman, Minnie 
Rosenbaum, whom Alpert represented as 
béing his sister. She was not his sister, 
it proved, and his object in bringing her 
here was only to start her in the busi- 
ness in which she engaged on Valentine 
street. 

Young said Friday that Smith, in 
vouching for the woman before the 
Valentine street privilege was granted, 
said he knew her well, and that, so far 
as making trouble for the police was 
concerned, she was “all right.’’ 

Smith, in a statement issued Friday to 
the Post-Dispatch, declared that he did 
not know the woman whom he helped 
in the Valentine street matter was the 
same whom he had helped Alpert to get 
out of trouble in Butte. He said he had 
been deceived as much as Chief Young 
had been and that he did not vouch for 
her ,as of his own knowledge. 

Young Reviews Case. 


Young, in reviewing the case Friday, 


said that Joe Weisman accompanied 
Smith on the first visit to Young’s of- 
fice and told of a friend whose sister 
was in trouble in Butte. On Smith’s 
recommendation, Young furnished let- 
ters which enabled Alpert to get the 
woman out of the hands of the Butte 
police. 

Soon afterward, he said, Smith told 
him a woman, whom he knew to be “all 
right,’’ wished to open a house on Val- 
entine street. Young questioned Smith, 
and was told that, so far ps he knew, 
she had never been in trouble with the 
police, and that she hgd rendered serv- 
ices to the Police Department. Young 
then told Smith the woman could open 
the place, and would not be molested 
so long as she made no trouble. 

“Two days iater,” said Young, “I 
learned that this was the woman Alpert 
had brought from Butte, and that she 
was not Alpert’s sister.

Hears of Woman’s Talk.

“Special Officers Miller and Camp- 
bell, whom I put on the case, found 
that Fanny Fadem had been talking 
about her ability t6 ‘fix’ the: police 
for a consideration and to get privi- 
leges for other women, but they did 
not learn anything to indicate that 
she had any dealing with the woman 
in this case.” 

Chief Smith’s Statement. 

The statement dictated by Chief Smith 
and given to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
concerning the matter, is as follows: 

‘In the early spring of 1910, shortly 
after Col. Young was made Chief of 
Police, a friend of mine who has done 
innumerable things for this department 
came to me and said that a customer 
if his had a sister in Butte, Mont., who 
was in some trouble, the nature of 
which he was unable to learn.

Takes Her to Chief, 

“I took this womar to Chief Young 
and she explained as above stated and 
Chief Young granted the permission. 
Shortly after that, I cannot recall just 
how long, Chief Young received. tnfor- 
mation that the woman who had been 
in troyble in Butte was the same won- 
an who had opened .a house on Valen: 
tine street, and he lately ordered 
her arrest and. Alpert’s, and brought 
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‘any Rusetioltos whatever. as to the char- 
acter of either the man we wrote the 
letter for or the woman who was sup- 
(posed to be his sister and under arrest. 
It was done as a favor for the man and 
the woman we did know and these par- 
ties, I am certain, were also deceived as 
to the woman I referred to. 

“This woman who came to me also 
assisted the Immigration Department 
in gathering evidence against this Ros- 
enbaum woman for deportation. The 
‘| Publicity given to this matter has done 
me a@ great injustice, as my record has 
been absolutely clean despite the fact 
that my many enemies have left noth- 
ing undone to try and besmirch me.” |

tence for registration fraud. He was 
a backer of Alpert in a gambling game 
which théMatter ran. in connection with 
his coffee house in the 900 block on 
Wash street.

War Department Purchases Not 
to Be Affected by Supreme 
Court Decision. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The War 
Department will continue to purchase 
oil and the by-products of oil from the 
Standard Oil Co. The Supreme Court 
decision will in no way interfere with 
the filling of the present contracts or 
the making of new ones. 

This was a statement made by Secre- 
tary DickinSon today. He said he re- 
scinded the order prohibiting the pur- 
chase of oil from the Standard several 
months ago on the ground that the Gov- 
ernment did not have the right to dis- 
criminate against the company until the 
Supreme Court had held that the com- 
pany was outlawed. 

Tie added that now the department 
expects the company to so adjust its 
methods as to continue in business with- 
in the law; therefore bids from it will 
continue to be received.

When American manufacturers learn 
that it “costs more to kil! a workman 
in this country than to protect his life 
‘im Europe they will equip their factories, 
machine shops and mines with safety 
“devices, ac¢ording ‘to John Mitchell,. 
“vice-president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Mitchell made this dec- 
laration in a speech before the City 
Club at a luncheon Thursday  after- 
noon. . 

He said that thousands of lives could 
be saved every year if the operators-of 
industrial enterprises would use modern 
gafety devices. gland is far ahead 
ef America ip this respect, he said, 
“In, Europe 14 out of evéry 10,000 work- 
men are killed annually in the mines,” 
said Mitchell. ‘In this country the 
death rate runs up to 36 in 10,000. 

Remedies He Suggests. 


“IT suggest the following remedies: 


} Manufacturers should equip their plants 


‘with the: most~ practical and efficient 
safety devices... Each state should main- 
tain a museum. of’ safety appliances of 
all countries. The factory inspectors 
should be Kept Gut of politics and be 
free from political influence. Schools 
should be maintained in the museums 
for the instruction of the factory in- 
,8pectors in their duties.’ 

Discussing the subject of damages for 
personal injuries, Mitchell declared that 
the United States was the only country 
with the old legal system of oompente- 
tion. for negligence. 

'_ Ambdlance Chases a Menace. 


"The contingent fée lawyer, or the 
ambulance chaser, is one of the worst 


'| metiaces the laboring maz has to con- 


tend with,’* he said. “These ambulance 
chasers hold out to-the victims. of in- 
dustrial accidents thé prospects of big 
damages. The records show that only 
14 persons out of every 100 injured in 
Industrial plants ever get any money by 
law suits, 

“It sould be better for the workmen 
if.one-third of the judges of the country 
were discarded and the money paid for 
the support of the courts was turned 
over to the people injured in accidents. 
In Europe the manufacturers are re- 
quired’ by law 0, give at least three 
yeafs’ wagés fo“the Yami.y of & man 
killed by negligence.’’ 

Mitchell was given an enthusiastic re- 
ception.- He was in good voice, and was 
treqyently interrupted by applause.

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TO. CROSS THE RIVER INTO 
CITY IN AN AEROPLANE 


Holding of Fall Festival and Aero Meet Simul- 
tancously, Expected to Draw Crowds— 
Women to Enter. 





All carnival weeks which St. Louis has ever known will be outshone by 
the one which is’ being planned by the Veiled Prophet and the Aero Club of 


St. Louis for the coming fall. 


Albert Bond Lambert, president of the Aero Club, said Friday that there 
will be such flying as even St. Louis has never before seen, and that probably 


the Veiled Prophet himself will give 
into the city in an aeroplane. 

“The science of aviation has reached 
the point where this is entirely prac-| 
ticable,’’ said Lambert. “If it were an- 
nounced that the Prophet would fly 
across the river and land on the St. 
Louis side, I believe 300,000 persons 
would witness the spectacle.” 

With Veiled Prophet week and avia- 
tion week covering the same dates, 
Lambert believes the city would be 
overrun by out-of-town visitors. 

“St. Louis already has seen the best 
flying that has been done in the United 
States,’’ said Lambert, ‘‘but it has not 
seen real competitive flying, which is 
a feature of the great European 
meets.”’ 

Women to Fly Also. 

One of the features never before at- 
tempted in this country, Aero Club of- 
ficials say, will be contests for women 
aviators. The entries will include 
novices as well as professionals. 

La Belle Bolane, a French woman who 
has won many prizes for flights in 
Bleriot machines, has written to the 
club asking for the conditions which 
will govern the flights. ~ 

Cash prizes aggregating $30,000 will be 
given and one prize of $5000 will be 
awarded to the aviator, man or woman, 
who will start at Kinloch Field and 
make a circular flight over the city in 
the shortest time. 

“We want every feature of thig year’s 
meet at Kinloch Field to be competi- 
tive,’’ said Lambert. ‘“‘No guarantee will 
be given to the aviators. They must 
rely on their ability to win prizes. 

‘Simultaneous competitive flying will 
add a thrill that has not heretofore been 
experienced fn St. Louis. For instance, 
we will Have two aviators cut figure 
eights at the same time over half-mile 
courses at opposite ends of the field. 

“Instead of having one man make the 
spiral glide, we will send up two or more 
at the same time and the one who 
makes the best glide and reaches the 
starting point first will get the money. 

“A 40)-mile course for races has al- 
ready been laid out at Kinloch Field. 
Twenty-five machines can race over this 
course at the same time. It will be 
like an aerial Derby. 

“A novel feature will be a relay race 
between machines of different males,

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CAMORRA SUSPECT 
IS MADE 10 SHOW 


Facing His Accuser He Contends 
Scar on Leg Is Result of a 
Prison Fight. 


By Associated Press, 

VITERBO, Italy, May 1.—The two 
men denounced by Giacomo Ascrittore 
as the assassins of Gennaro Cuoccolo 
and his wife, got a chance to face their 
accuser and verbally defend themselves 
at the trial of the Camorrists today. 

After Enrico Alfano and other alleged 
leaders of the Camorra had been ar- 
rested on suspicion, they were released 
on the intercession of the priest, Ciro 
Vitozzi, who said that he had learned 


&®l of their innocence while performing his 


office of confessor. 

It developed that Giacomo Ascrittore 
had charged Tomasso de Angelis and 
Gaetano Amadeo as the murderers. 
These men, though known criminals, 
established alibis and Vitozzi and Ascrit- 
tore were arrested, charged with eom 
spiracy against them and also with an 
attempt to shield the actual assassins. 

De Angelis and Amadeo are now 
charged with being active members of 
the Camorra, and Ascrittore as an ac- 
complice in the murder of Cuoccolos 
and conspiracy against the other two, 

Ascrittore today confirmed his earlier 
testimony, repeating the circumstances 
which he said had led him to believe 
that the men he denounced were guilty. 
He declared that at one time De Angelis 
had shown him a dagger, saying: 

‘With this Cuoccolo will be served.” 

The accused denied the allegations. 
President Bianchi instructed De Angelis 
to bare his leg and show again to the 
jury ‘and to the medical experts the 
wound which, according to Ascrittore, 
was received from Cuoccolo when the 
latter was fighting for his life. 

De Angelis reiterated that the scar 
was from an injury received in prison 
in 194, the wound having eeenes in 
1906.

IS Imperial Majesty, Aaron I, 
Emperor of the West!’’ 

But for a twist of fate this 
title might have been borne 
by a little American politician. And 
the United States might have been split 
in two. It was a conspiracy beside 
which the secession of the South would 
perhaps have paled into insignificance. 
The genius in whose clever brain the 
great Western project awoke was an 
undersized, dapper man, strikingly 
handsome, with a pair of snakelike 
hypnotic black eyes and a magnetic 
charm of manner that almost no man 
or woman could resist. 
He was Aaron Burr. He has been 
called a man of bad morals. This is 
not true. He was simply a man of no 
morals at all. 
‘Burr sought for military honors tn the 
Revolutionary War. A clash with Wash- 
ington hampered him. Then he turned 
to law and politics, and in 1880 was 
Thomas Jefferson’s opponent for tbe 
Presidency. The electoral vote resulted 
in a tie. Largely through Alexander 
Hamilton’s efforts Congress gave the 
high office to Jefferson. Burr was made 
Vice-President, and raged at what he 
deemed the trickery that had robbed 
him of the Presidency. For this and 
other causes, in 1804 he challenged Ham- 
ilton to a duel and killed him. 
A wave of popular hatred on account 
of this duel smashed forever all of 
Burr’s political hepes. His eager am- 
bition turned to wilder and more law- 
less schemes. Here, in brief, was the 
plot he formed, so far as its purposes are 
known or surmised. (Some of the ex- 
act details will always remain a mys- 
tery.) 
The vast Western portion of the Uni- 
ted States was sparsely settled or else 
was a wilderness. Louisiana and the 
great additional tract of land that went 
under that name had just been pur- 
chased from France. Its inhabitants had 
not yet become reconciled to United 
States rule. Mexico (including Texas) 
was still a Spanish province, and there 
was a bitter feeiing in America against 
the Spaniards. 
Such was the situation as Burr found 
ft. There were also many old Revo- 
lutionary soldiers and swarms of other 
adventurers all over the country who 
were eager for excitement and for new 
conquests. According to the accusation 
made later, Burr planned to combine 
these maicontents and pioneers into a 
filibustering army, swoop down upon 
Texas and Mexico, capture the whole 
Lou'siana tract (making New Orleans 
the rebellion’s headquarters), induce the 
Western States to leave the Union, and 
to carve out a huge Southern and West- 
ern empire with himself as its ruler. 
This domain would have stretched from 
the Gulf of Mexico to Canada and from 
the Mississippi to the Pacific. 
Such a plot today would be laugh- 
able. But at that time it stood some 
chance of success. Many Americans stil) 
longed for a monarchy. The young 
republic had not fulfilled the ideals of 
many grumblers. From documents and 
testimony it seems certain that Burr 
succeeded fn interesting a portion of the 
army, and more than one famous states- 
man in so much of his conspiracy as 
he dared reveal. He was also shrewd 
enough to mask the pilot’s earlier move- 
ments by pretending he was,on a purely 
legitimate Western mission of some sort. 
In this supposed mission he managed to

recruit his filibustering army and to 
prepare @ témporary headqyarters for 
the rising. He bought thousands of acres 
of land on the Wichita River as a nu- 
cleus for the empire. His magnetic per- 
sonality enabled him to raise enormous 
£xums Of money and to enlist hundreds of 
volunteers. He even claimed (rightly or 
ctherwise) that an English fleet had 
agreed to co-operate with him. 

The plan was nearly ripe and the first 
aecisive blow was about to be struck 
when Gen. Wilkinson (who was either 
Burr’s dupe or partial accomplice) be- 
came alarmed and sent secret word of 
the whole project as he understood it, 
to President Jefferson. 

The President took quick measunes to 
crush the insurrection. Burr was ar- 
rested before he could consolidate his 
scheme far enough to defy the Govern- 
ment, and in May, 1807,.was put upon 
trial for high treason. Through his own 
crafty*wit, and aided by Andrew Jackson 
snd some of the best legal talent in 
America, the accused man fought the 
charges against him so brilliantly dur- 
ing a six months’ trial that the jury 
brought in at last a reluctant “not prov- 
en” verdict. 

But Burr was forced to leave America 
at once and was forbidden to return. 
It was many years before Le ventured 
back, in disguise, to New York. He 
died in lonely poverty in 1836, hated by 
most of those who still remembered him 
as one of the greatest “Might-Have-

COUNSEL PREDICT 
ARBITRARY’S END 


The Sherman anti-trust law, under 
which the Terminal suit was filed, pro- 
:des that such litigation, upon applica- 
tion of the prosecuting authorities, shall 
be given precedence over all.other cases. 
It is anticipated that the court will 
docket the case for an early hearing, 
‘and that a decision will be handed down 
within six or eight months after the 
case is argued and submitted. 

Houts and Crow, who were employed 
by the Government as leading .counsel 
in the prosecution of the Terminal ‘case, 
agree that if the Supreme Court grants 
an injunction as broad as the prayer of 
the Government's petition, it will have 
this effect: 

1. Permanent dcpdtiattnn of the 
Terminal ‘Railroad Asosciation. 

2. An order restraining the rail- 
roads from creating any combina- 
tion or association similar to the 

Terminal for fixing rates or 
maintaining an arbitrary on St. 

Louis traffic. 

They also agree*that an injunction: 
would be an éffective weapon for wip- 
ing out the bridge arbitrary, ‘because 
any railroad official, agent or employe 
violating the order of the court, by 
maintaining or attempting to maintain 
an arbitrary, could be imprisoned for 
contempt. 

There. is little danger of a violation 
of the injunction, the attorneys believe, 
because it enables a court to seek out 
the individual offenders. and. punish 
them for each and every violation. 

Will Reach Individuals. 
The suit was‘intentionally directed not 
only against the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation, and each of its directors indi- 
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|vidually, but also against all of the rail- 
to | 


roads financially interested in it, 
make it possible to evade the order of 
the court, in the event of a Government 
victory. 

The Government attorneys had in mind 
the Northern Securities injunction when 
they drew the petition in the Terminal 
suit. The Northern Securities suit prac- 
tically failed of its purpose because it 
was directed against the securities com- 
pany only, and not against the railroads 
controlled by _ it. 

The Terminal petition was so drawn 
that the Government could reach every 
corporation or individual connected 
directly or indirectly with the Termina! 
Association. It is for that reason, ac- 
cording to Crow, that an injunction 
‘would be such an effective remedy in 
wiping out the bridge arbitrary. 

It was clearly shown in the trial of 
the Terminal case that the St. Louis 
Coal Traffic Bureau fixes the coal rates: 
between the Illinois fields and St. Louis. 
|One of the principal complaints now pre- 
vailing is that~«the Terminal Railroad 
Association, in conjunction. with the 


bridge toll of 2 cents a ton on all coal 
shipped into St. Louis. It was shown 
that the Terminal Railroad Association 
was a member of the Coal Traffic Bu- 
reau, and that each of the 14 railroads, 
then in the Terminal, were also mem- 
bers of it, and that their representatives 
met together as the Coal Traffic Bureau 
and fixed the tates. 

‘Such combinations, according to 
Crow, are specifically forbidden’ by 
the Sherman anti-trust law. The pas- 
senger arbitrary of 25 cents for each 
person coming into or ‘going out of 
St. Louis to.the East is fixed in a 
similar manner, through rate making 
bureaus, of which the Terminal and 
the railroads are members. 


Monepoly In Complete. 
It was aiso shown that the Ter- 


minal Railroad Association had ex- 
pended enormous sums of money to 
acquire and control all of the bridges 
and ferries between St. Louis and 
Bast St. Louis, and all the terminal 
and railway transfer facilities in both

The case was tried before the United 
States Circuit Court in St. Louis, with 
Judges Sanborn, Adams, Hook and Van- 
devanter sitting. The court was not able 
to agree upon a verdict. Two judges 
sustaining the Government's position 
and two opposed it. 

The circuit judges then sent the case 
up to the Supreme Court for adjudica- 
tion. The Supreme Court sent it back, 
holding that it had no jurisdiction in 
any case in which a previous judgment 
had not been rendered by a lower tribu- 
nal. The Circuit Court then dismissed 
the case, giving the Government an Op- 
portunity to take it on appeal to the 
Supreme Court for final decision. 

The appeal was filed in the summer of 
1910. The Attorney-General in Washing- 
ton told a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
that the motion to advance on the 
docket had not been made earlier be- 
cause of the death of Solicitor-General 
Bowers and the sickness of two assist- 
ant attorneys-general.

One Is a Mammy\With Seven

After receiving a notice from Street: 
Commissioner Travilla, informing him 
that there was building rock on his Jot 
in Washington Heights which constitut- 
ed an obstruction to the street, Dr. Se- 
bastian Klein of 1921 North Grand ave- 
nue announced Friday that he was more 
determined than ever to colonize the 
fashionable district with negroes. He 


told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
had already engaged one tenant—a 
negro mammy with seven children. 

Two months ago Dr. Kletn aroused 
the residents of Washington Heights. 
by announcing that he was going to. 
sell his ground on Waterman avenue,

Neighbors Got Injunction. 
The cause of the feud between Dr. 
Klein and the residents of Washington } 
Heights is an injunétion which they ob- 
tained against him from Judge Homer 


ington Heights has building restrictions 
which provide’ that no structure other 
than a gingle dwelling shall be put up 
and the Rpreence must not cost less 
than $5000. 

*‘] knew all about the restrictions when 
I bought the property,;”’ Dr. Klein told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. “But, 
the point is this: There are now 2 
buildings in Washington Heights. Thir- 
teen of these are flats and: the other 
seven are apartment houses. The re- 
strictions never restricted until I bought 
ground there and had started to put 
$50,000 into a single and a double apart- 
ment house. There never was any 
charge that I intended putting stores on 
the ground floors of the apartment 
houses. 


Many Complaints Made. 
“At first I was going to-sell all the 


ground to one negro, but they have 
acted so mean about it that I am chang- 
ing my plans a bit. They notified the 
Board of Health that I was maintain- 
ing a nuisance there and the Street De- 
partment that I was obstructing the 
street, and the Police Department never 
seems able to catch them trying to tear 
my sign down. 

“You see, that makes it necessary for 
me to have somebody right on the 
ground to take care of it. So I am 
going to move some families of negroes 
there and let them live. free on the 
ground until I sell it all to other ne- 
groes. I have put the matter in the 
hands of my lawyer, who is looking up 
the law to see whether it will be legal 
for me to build shacks for the negroes 
who are to take care of the property, 
to live in temporarily. 


Jther is a teacher in one of the negro 
schools. 
Negro’s Home ‘Burned. 
Dr. Klein says the Pullman porter’s 
name is Louis Brown and that he is
